Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant telephoned Examiner to discuss the Declaration filed on September 6, 2005. Applicant first 
described the Nordson Pump Melter with respect to the figure D 1-1 on page D 1-2. Applicant then pointed out the 
maximum viscosity for the Melter of 30,000 cps as shown on page D 1-1. Applicant further discussed the figure 4 
Comparison of True Viscosity of the Three materials at 230C from the report on the Theological characterization of 
three EVA and EVA/Ferrite compounds. Applicant indicated that the EVA with 75% ferrite requires induced shear in 
order to reduce the viscosity to 30,000 cps. Applicant also indicated that the viscosity of the EVA with 85% ferrite could 
not be reduced to within the acceptable range of viscosity required for operation of the Nordson Pump Melter even with 
shear. Applicant also indicated that even with 75% ferrite the melting pump disclosed in Texier would not work 
because the viscosity of the material is too high. Applicant also indicated that the reference Texier does not disclose 
applying the hot melt adhesive with shear, while Applicant's invention requires shear with an extruder for application of 
hot melts with high percentages of ferrite. Applicant also pointed out that the newly presented claims include 
amendments which include limitations of extrusion and a slot die. Applicant further pointed out that in the past 
magnets were formed with solvents, however higher loading is required for a good magnet, in particular 83-85% ferrite. 
Examiner indicated that further search and/or consideration are required. 
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
